A. few weeks A fter the epo­ 
chal set-to of the C S S. Vir­ 
ginia and U.S.S. Monitor, the former went 
to a watery grave a second time at Norfolk; 
Confederates blew a hole in her lo keep the 
Ironclad from falling into Yankee hands in­ 
tact. A s the Merrimack, she had been scut­ 
tled by Yankees in April 1861. Yankees did 
not attem pt a second recovery and rebuild­ 
ing job 
The Confederacy was enjoying more suc­ 
cess with other ships than it had with the 
Virginia. 
Encouraged by the damage done 
by the commerce raiders Sumter and Nash­ 
ville, the Rebel Congress voted in February 
1862 for the war to be pressed more vigor­ 
ously at sea. By July 1862. some 20 priva­ 
teers were in the Atlantic, preying upon 
merchant ships that flew the U. S. flag. 


Fitted out at New Orleans, the Sumter 
ran the blockade at Ute Delta and roved West 
Indian waters until lAte in 1861, when the 
Union Navy finally closed in. The Sum ter’s 
captain, who had a crew of 65 sailors find 
25 marines, sailed her out of th a t trap, 
crossed the Atlantic, and got in another trap 
behind friendly British guns at Gibraltar. 
The Sumter was watched so closely by U S S. 
Tuscarora, hovering outside the harbor, th at 
eventually she w'ns sold and disarm ed. The 
crew and marines were shipped to England 
to serve on other raiders.

These Days

Alexander Hamilton 


A Joint Resolution was pa.ssed by the present 
Congress providing for “the establishing of the former 
dwelling house of Alexander Hamilton as a national 
m emorial. 
This means that the home of Alexander Hamilton, 
known as “ The Grange,” situated in New York City, 
becomes a national memorial. 
The role of Alexander Hamilton as one of the found­ 
ers of the United States is often forgotten. Bom in the 
West Indies, Alexander Hamilton cam e to New York to 
study 
at King’s College which ultim ately 
became 
Columbia University. Young .Alexander Hamilton, even 
as a student, becam e politically active in support of 
the Revolution. He becam e an aide to George Washing­ 
ton and was undoubtedly his gho.st writer. During the 
Revolutionary War, he was constantly at W ashington’s 
side. 
Howevrr, HamUton’s greatest service to the new 
government w'us the publicntion, with John Jay and 
Jam es Madison, of “ Federalist P apers” which to 
this day laid the foundation for the understanding 
of the Constitution and the p4-rpetuation of the New 
Government. As Secretary of the Treasury, he laid 
down the economic basis in his “ Report on Manu­ 
factures” which established the concept of the pro­ 
tective tariff 
and 
which 
gave to the country 
economic independence. 
Hamilton’s ideas conflicted with those of Thomas 
Jefferson. 
Hamilton feared the incompetence of the 
m asses; Jefferson believc-d that the voice of the people 
Is the voice of God. 
I will he i>ermiited this over-simplification which 
Is good enough for present purposes, otherwise a mono­ 
graph beyond allowable space wxHild be necessary. 
Aaron Burr, who disliked Alexander Hamilton, was the 
leader of the Democrats in New York, perhaps the foun­ 
der of Tam many Hall. At any rate. Burr and Hamil­ 
ton fought a duel over on the Jersey side and Hamilton 
was killed at the age of 47. 
In these days of Keynesian economics and sophis­ 
ticated assumptions, it is giKxl to see that Congress ha.s 
recalled the nam e and .significance of .Alexander Hamil­ 
ton 
It is intere.sting also to recall the words of Elihu 
Root, written in 1934 which somehow .sound like 19<i2; 
“The United States is at the threshold of a very 
•erious discussion upon m atters m aterially affecting 
our system of government and our social organization. 
For the avowed purpose of dealing with an em ergency, 
m any powers have been assumed and exercised by our 
government which the people of the cmintry had never 
thought of granting.

* Death Penalty 
And Politics 


Capital punishment is a subject rarely dis­ 
cussed completely rationally, in an atmosphere 
devoid of emotional lightning. In California the 
issue has been interjected, inevitably, between 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown and his opponent for 
re-election, former Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon. 
Inasmuch as the two men hold views 
almost diametrically opposed, it’s hard to see 
how debate of campaign heat can be avoided. 
Pat Brown repeatedly stated his opposition 
to the death penalty during the delay in punish­ 
ing convict-author Caryl Chessman, the criminal 
psychopath who cheated the gas chamber eight 
times before his execution on May 2, 1960. But 
in 1959 the Governor had refused to grant a 
stay of execution on the ground that it was not 
his proper role to “second-guess” the courts. The 
stay that Brown did grant Chessman, on Feb­ 
ruary 19, 1960, was in order to give the state 
legislature time to consider abolishing the death 
penalty. 
Brown now faces a clemency hearing for 
Elizabeth Duncan and two men convicted in the 
1958 hired murder of Mrs. Duncan’s daughter- 
in-law. 
All three are scheduled to die in the 
San Quentin gas chamber on August 8, unless 
Brown commutes their sentences to life im­ 
prisonment or grants reprieves. 
In the Chessman case Brown originally had 
said that he refused to grant clemency because 
the kidnaper had asked vindication, not clem­ 
ency. He noted also that Chessman had given no 
evidence of contrition or any desire to live to 
make amends. But he stated that he would sign 
any bill passed by the legislature to abolish the 
death penalty. 
Certainly the Brown position has its logic 
and consistency. It may, however, prove harder 
to sell politically than Nixon’s lull support of 
the death penalty.

Alexander Hamilton 


A Joint Resolution was passed by the present 
Congress providing for “the establishing of the former 
dwelling house of Alexander Hamilton as a national 
memorial. 
This means that the home of Alexander Hamilton, 
known as “ The Grange,” situated in New York City, 
becomes a national memorial. 
The role of Alexander Hamilton as one of the found­ 
ers of the United States is often forgotten. Born in the 
West Indies, Alexander Hamilton cam e to New York to 
study at King’s College which ultimately 
became 
Columbia University. Young Alexander Hamilton, even 
as a student, became politically active in support of 
the Revolution. He became an aide to George Washing­ 
ton and was undoubtedly his ghost writer. During the 
Revolutionary War, he was constantly at Washington's 
side. 
However. Hamilton’s greatest service to the new 
government was the publication, with John Jay and 
James Madison, of “ Federalist Papers” which to 
this day laid the foundation for the understanding 
of the Constitution and the perpetuation of the New 
Government. As Secretary of the Treasury, he laid 
down the economic basis in his “Report on Manu­ 
factures” which established the concept of the pro­ 
tective tariff and 
which 
gave to the country 
economic independence. 
Hamilton’s ideas conflicted with those of Thomas 
Jefferson. 
Hamilton feared the incompetence of the 
m asses; Jefferson believed that the voice of the people 
Us the voice of God. 
I will he permitted this over-simplification which 
Is good enough for present purposes; otherwise a mono­ 
graph beyond allowable space would be necessary. 
Aaron Burr, who disliked Alexander Hamilton, was the 
leader of the Democrats in New York, perhaps the foun­ 
der of Tammany Hall. At any rate. Burr and Hamil­ 
ton fought a duel over on the Jersey side and Hamilton 
was killed at the age of 47. 
In these days of Keynesian economics and sophis­ 
ticated assumptions, it is good to see that Congress has 
recalled the name and significance of Alexander Hamil­ 
ton. It is interesting also to recall the words of Elihu 
Root, written in 1934 which somehow sound like 1962: 
“The United States is at the threshold of a very 
serious discussion upon m atters m aterially affecting 
our system of government and our social organization. 
For the avowed purpose of dealing with an emergency, 
many powers have been assumed and exercised by our 
government which the people of the country had never 
thought of granting. 
The people generally, however, 
have felt that an emergency did exist, in the stagnation 
of business and in the lack of employment for millions 
of workers of all kinds, and they have strongly desired 
the success cf the Administration in its efforts to pro­ 
duce activity in business, general reemployment, and 
renewed prosperity: 
and although m any Americans 
have doubted the wisdom or the authority of some of 
the things that have been done, there has been a gen­ 
eral unwillingness to undertake active opposition to 
particular acts lest such opposition might tend to rotat'd 
or to show lack of sympathy with the special efforts 
the Administration was making.” 
It would be advantageous for an understanding as 
to why the American economy w as unlike any in Europe 
to study the papers of Hamilton who could foresee in 
1791 that; 
“There are certain species of taxes, which are 
apt to be oppressive to different parts of the com­ 
munity. and. among other ill effects, have a very 
unfriendly aspect towards manufactures. All poll or 
capitation taxes are of this nature. 
They either 
proceed according to a fixed rate, which op iates 
unequally and injuriously to the industrious poor, 
or they vest a discretion, in certain officers, to 
make estimates and assessments, which are neces­ 
sarily vague, conjectural, and liable to abuse. They 
ought, therefore, to he abstained from in all hut 
eases of distressing emergency.” 
Perhaps some of our current statesmen might have 
a look at this to see what is preventing our economy 
from moving. They would perhaps find in Alexander 
Hamilton rather than in John Maynard Keynes the 
intellectual leadership w’hich is so sorely needed at the 
moment. 
However, when anyone complains of the youth of 
President Kennedy and his entourage, it might be re­ 
called that Alexander Hamilton was only 34 when he 
wrote his “ Report on M anufactures,” that he was 30 
when he wrote “The Federalist” ; that he was 32 when 
he was appointed Secretary of the Treasury 
He was 
only 47 years old when Aaron Burr shot him. 
This 
country’ was founded by young men.

Nikita's Grim Decision To Go Limit In Berlin 


The recent Rusk-Gromyko talks 
in Geneva were ominously dif­ 
ferent in tone, both from the 
earlier conversations between the 
Secretary of State and the Soviet 
Foreign Minister and from the 
related exchanges between Rusk, 
President Kennedy, and the So­ 
viet Ambassador here, Anatoly 
Dobrynin. 
In these earlier explorations of 
the unending Berlin crisis, the 
Russians 
were 
unyielding 
on 
points of substance but sweetly 
reasonable 
in 
language. 
At 
Geneva, 
however, 
G r o m y k o 
abruptly reverted to the Hitler- 
style 
language 
that 
Nikita 
S. 
Khrushchev used to the Presi­ 
dent at Vienna in 1961. 
The crude menaces, the hector­ 
ing boasts, the arrogant insist­ 
ence on 
the Soviets’

unilateral action—-all the elements

meeting were present at Geneva, 
excepting only one. Unlike Krush­ 
chev 
at 
Vienna,

Furtherm ore, what happened at 
Geneva wras

The staphylococcus, for 
example, is the most poisoning 
agent, as it is the most common 
cause of skin infections. When a 
skin lesion is present, use great 
caution in handling food and wa­ 
ter and wear rubber gloves or 
apply a waterproof bandage 
Insist upon pasteurized milk. 
Cook pork thoroughly. Keep all 
perishables covered and cool un­ 
til 
served, 
particularly 
salads, 
eggs, fish, and m eats such as 
ham. The best plan is to refriger­ 
ate them until ready to leave for 
the picnic. 
Staphylococci multiply rapidly 
in certain dishes at room tem ­ 
peratures. These organisms hi­ 
bernate when 
refrigerated 
and 
are revitalized when exposed at 
room tem perature. There is less 
need to worry about contamina­ 
tion when precautions are taken 
while preparing the food. This is 
the main reason why perishable 
products 
should 
be 
consumed 
within a short time after their 
preparation.

WASHINGTON — W e s t New 
Guinea, last rem nant of the vast 
colonial realm once held by the 
Dutch in the Far East, seems des­ 
tined to fall into Indonesian hands 
through either force of arm s or a 
diplomatic settlement negotiated 
with American help. 
To bring 
pressure on the Dutch to yield the 
territory at the conference table, 
the Indonesians since mid-May 
have dropped around 800 para­ 
troopers into West New Guinea. 
Dutch m ilitary leaders claim to 
hove captured or killed nearly 
half of the infiltrators, but the 
constant pressure, made possible 
by massive m ilitary aid from the 
Soviet Union, has had the desired 
impact on public opinion in the 
Netherlands. 
Both sides in the dispute have 
now accepted in principle the pro­ 
posals 
advanced 
by 
Ellsworth 
Bunker, a former United States 
diplomat who has been endeavor­ 
ing to mediate the dispute as the 
representative of U Thant, Acting 
Secretary General of the United 
Nations 
The Bunker plan, pre­ 
sented at a first round of Dutch- 
Indonesian talks last March, calls 
foe 
recognition 
of 
Indonesia’s 
claim to sovereignty over west 
New Guinea. U N. officials would 
replace the Dutch for a time, hut 
by the second year Indonesians 
would take over administration. 
After an unstated period, possibly 
as long as IO years, the Indones­ 
ians—by then fully in control— 
would give the region's 700,000 
native inhabitants a chance to 
vote on their own future. 
Although the Dutch have reluc­ 
tantly accepted this vague face- 
saving device, President Sukarno 
has hesitated to take them at 
their word. 
II Thant has inform­ 
ed Sukarno twice that in his judg­ 
ment the Netherlands has m et the 
conditions imposed by Indonesia 
for a resumption of conversations. 
However, even as prospects of a 
negotiated settlement have seem ­ 
ed to brighten. Sukarno has still 
been pictured as convinced that 
Indonesia can gain possession of 
West New Guinea only through 
military action 
The role of the United States as 
a mediator in the dispute is, as 
President Kennedy noted at his 
April ll news conference, “ not a 
happy one." Robert ll Estabrook 
of the Washington Post reported 
from The Hague recently that, 
“ Some people 'th ere' feel strongly 
that Holland is being pushed by 
the United States into a sellout.” 
Sen. Thomas J. Dodd <I)-ConnA 
has said that in pressing for a 
settlement calling for transfer of 
West New Guinea to Indonesia 
the United States is “turning it 
over to a government w'hich, of all 
the governments in the non-Com- 
munist world, runs perhaps the 
greatest chance of falling into 
Communism before the decade is 
out.” 
Washington clearly is worried 
about the danger of expanded w ar 
in Asia. Moreover, the basic aim 
of American policy in the m atter 
is to keep Indonesia out of Com­ 
munist hands. 
U. S. officials are 


represented as believing that Indo­ 
nesia might emerge from a w ar 
with its former colonial ruler, as 
a virtual appendage of the Soviet 
bloc. 
They feel that it would be 
to this country’s interest to have 
West New' Guinea removed as one 
of the Communist world’s “com­ 
mon bonds” w’ith the newly inde­ 
pendent nations. 
The dispute has aroused keen 
anxiety in Australia, which ad­ 
ministers the eastern half of the 
island of New Guiena. 
If West 
New Guiena becomes a part of 
Indonesia, Australia and Indonesia 
will 
have 
a common 
frontier. 
Australians view Sukarno’s aim s 
with suspicion, although he has 
specifically disclaimed any ter­ 
ritorial ambitions beyond West 
Irian, as the Indonesians call West 
New Guinea 
The winner of West New Guiena 
may lose more than he gains. The 
territory’s exports — mostly oil, 
wood, copra and a few crocodile 
hides—amount to less than $5 mil­ 
lion annually and the Netherlands 
has been spending about $30 m il­ 
lion a year for education and 
economic 
improvements. 
Indo­ 
nesia has drawn up plai s for ex­ 
tensive development of the terri­ 
tory once it comes into its hands, 
but difficult problems in Indonesia 
proper give rise to doubts about 
the country’s ability to take on 
successfully the added responsibi­ 
lity of modernizing one of the 
world’s most primitive regions. 
The indigenous Papuan people 
of West New Guinea live largely 
iii ignorance of the debate over 
their future. 
About 400.000 of 
them inhabit areas that have been 
brought under Dutch adm inistra­ 
tive control; most of the rem ain­ 
ing 300,000 have never seen a 
white man. 
In those parts of the 
interior that have had no contact 
with modern civilization, the stone 
ax may still be found in use. 
Head - hunting 
and 
cannibalism 
have been repressed by the Dutch 
authorities only with difficulty. 
Most educated Papuans say they 
oppose 
Indonesian 
rule. 
Their 
leaders 
have pointed out that 
Jak arta has shown a tendency to 
forget about the needs of Indo­ 
nesia’s outer islands. 
Nicolaas 
Jouwe, a Papuan and vice chair­ 
man of the New Guinea Council, 
told reporters in New York on 
May 31: “ We don't want to be 
handed over from one colonialism 
to another . . . We want to choose 
our own future and decide our own 
fate.” 
As fast-moving diplomatic 
and m ilitary events testify, Pap­ 
uan aspirations for independence 
may have been voiced too late.
